“ The crew of the Bluecher was game 
to the last,“ one of the sailors arriving 
at Harwich said. “ The Germans went 
down without any sign of panic aboard 
eo far as we were able to see. Even when 
the crew knew the ship's last moments 
had come they blazed away with the atern 
guns. | 

The fore part of the Bluecher seemed 
to be on fire and though in the excitement 
and with the air thick with smoke, it 
was difficult to tell exactly what was 
going on, we saw a man dive into the 
ec: at the last moment.” 

Germans Were “Welcome.”

Trawler Gets Into Fight. 

A thrilling story of the fight is told 
in Hull by Benjamin Stead, a former 
member of the navy, who stumbled into 
the midst of the great engagement with 
the steam trawler Octavia and who saw 
the entire affair from a good but ex- 
tremely perilous viewpoint. 

Stead says that he was steaming along 


when he heard the report of big guns and 
a few minutes later found himself the 
ringside spectator. 

The first ships he saw were six big Ger- 
man boats that went tearing past the 
Octavia at top speed with all the stern 
guns thundering away and splitting the 
mist that overhung the water with the 
flashes of the discharge. 

A few minutes later Stead made out the 
British fleet booming along and coming 
up fast on the fleeing Germans. From the 
forward guns on the Tiger, the Lion, and 
the other great battle cruisers a hail of 
heavy shells were dropping all around 
the German craft and a few came un- 
comfortably near the Octavia. 


Attempt to Head Off Germans. 
The Germans were trying to reach their 
side of the North sea on a straightaway 
course, while the British, Stead says, 
were apparently trying to get between 
them and their refuge and drive them in 
a southerly direction. 

“I could see the Germans were firing 
wildly,”’ Stead says, while the British 
shells were reaching them as long as I 
could see.

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Form of Father’s Philan- 
thropy to U. S. Board, 


New York, Jan. 26.—{Specialj—John D. 
Rockefeller Jr. today told the story of 
how his father came te found the great 
benevolent institutions which the United 
States commission on industrial relations 
is investigating on the theory that they 
are a menace to a democratic form of gov- 
ernment. In this testimony he denied the 


foundations are a menace, but rather a 


soutee of much good to humanity. 

“I do not know how much my father 
has given to philanthropic purposes,” Mr. 
Rockefeller said, “ but if I were to guess 
at it I should say it was about a quarter 
of a billien of dollars. 

He then named the institutions—the 
Rockefeller ‘nstitute, general education 
board, Rockefeller foundation, and the 
University of Chicago—which have been 
the chief beneficiaries. To theme the 
elder Rockefeller has given §178,000,000. 
His other gifts have been made to various 
institutions which labor for the relief or 
the advancement of humanity. 


Walsh Questions Witness. 

“Do you not think.“ Chairman Walsh 
asked, that your father would have 
given a greater public service if he had 
- given to his employés the money he gave 
to these foundations? 

“My father has alwaye thought, and I 
have felt as he did, that one of the best 
forms of philanthropy is to build up pro- 
ductive industries which give employment 
to many men, but he has also felt that 
there were certain things that could be 
best accomplished by gifts or foundations 
such as he has established.“ 

How did he come to establish the 
foundations” 

Before the establishment of these in- 
stitutions for certain purposes my father 
had carried them on privately. As his 
desire and his ability to enlarge his gifts 
increased, he felt it desirable to crystal 
lize these activities inte organizations 
which would carry them on more effec- 
tively and on a larger scale, It wees in 
this way that the Rockefeller Institute for 
Medical Research came to be founded. 
The idea of medical research had always 
appealed to him.“ 

Asked what had been accomplished by 
the institute, Mr. Rockefeller, desoribing 
firet the character of the investigators 
and their methods, instanced the discov- 
ery of a oure for cerebro-spinal 
Ingitis. | 


Sees No Menace in Foundations 
Mr. Rockefeller daid he had given no 
' thought to the subject that great founda- 
tions might become a menace to the pub- 
lie; that he had sufficient faith in the peo- 
ple to believe that if these foundations 
ever showed such tendencies the people 
would demand that the legislature repeal 
the lawe which made them possible. 

He believed the larger the foundation 


the better for it and for the public, and 


that there should be publicity concerning 
everything. He could see no reason why 
such foundetionsa should be taxed and he 
had no fear that the purposes of the foun- 
dations would be so restricted as to fur- 
ther the views of the founder regard 
of facts. ps

Lord Methuen's ancestral home tn Wilt- 
shire, known as Corsham Court, has on 
several occasions been leased to Ameri- 
cans, notably to Louls Brugulere of New 
York.

Disclosures of the financial tangles m- 
volved in a bankruptcy suit against Steph- 
en B. Jones, church pillar and club mem- 
ber of Park, are to be made soon 

at a hearing before a federal 
referee in bankruptcy. 

Attorney J. L. Baily of Darrow, Bally 
& Siseman said yesterday that the cred- 
tors insist upon a searching examination 
of Jones’ financial affairs. The bank- 
ruptcy petition was filed in the United 
States District court by three creditora 
who charge Jones with transferring all 
his property to his wife and son and with 
obtaining $5,000 by means of a confidence 
game. 

The petitioning creditors are Sanitary 
Trustee Wallace G. Clark, J. Milton Train- 
er, and the Already Box company. Jones 
lives at 332 North Oak Park avenue, Oak 
Park. He is a former president of the 
Methodist Social union and prominent 
in that denomination's church work. 


Claims of Creditors. 

Clarks claim is for $400 on a past due 
promissory note. Trainer's claim also is 
on a promissory note for $500. The Al- 
ready Box company's claim is for $5,000. 
According to the charges in the petition, 
the $5,000 was obtained by Jones and 
appropriated by him for his own use 
while he was the company’s president, 
and one of its directors and managers, 
fraudulently, by deceit, and by means 
of a confidence game.” 

The petition charges Jones with trans- 
ferring on Sept. 25, 1914, all of his prop- 
erty, including west side real estate and 
$125,000 worth of stock in the Western 
Fuel company, to Mrs. Mary E. Jones, 
his wife, and Homer Jones, his son. The 
transfer was made, the petition charges, 
for the purpose of “ hindering and de- 
frauding his creditors.” 


Second Transfer of Stock. 

Subsequently, according to Attorney 
Baily, Jones retransferred the stock ani 
real estate to the Western Fue] company 
and the stock was placed in trust with 
the Central Trust Company of Illinols 
“ for the benefit of certain preferred cred- 
tors 
The petition gives his liabilities as $55. - 
693. Among the alleged preferred cred- 
itera are the Foreman Brothers’ Banking 
compeny, the State Bank of Chicago, the 
Western Trust and Savings bank, and 
@ number of smaller banks in various 
parts of the city. 

Jones has been absent from Chicago 
since last October and only returned a 
few days ago, according to the creditors. 
Now that he has returned, they said, ef- 
forts will be made to have the bankruptcy 
hearing t.
